MANUFACTURED NOW

Orders for the manuacture of two 
millions gallons of medicinal whis- 
key in 1931 are being sent to 
distillers in Pensylvania and Ken- 
tucky by the industrial alcohol 
bureau of the treasury 
depart- 


ment. 
The action is 
in 
compliance 


with the prohibition law which-re- 
quires the government to keep an 
ample stock of medicinal whiskey 
available. The prohibition bureau 
last year started to replenish the 
dwindling 
supply of the 
legal 


whiskey which has decreased to 
aproxirhately 8,500,000 gallons. The 
manufacture stopped in 1920. 


About 1,500,000 gallons of medi- 
cinal liquor are used in the Unit- 
ed States each year and the law 
reauires it be aged four years 
before it can be sold. When tlic 
stock dwindled down to a possible 
supply for only four years, and 
enough for six years at the out- 
side, the order to replenish was 
issued. 
At present there is approximate- 


ly 6,500,000 gallons of the old stock 
of liquor sold still on hand. There 
Is 2,000.000 of new whiskey manu- 
factured in 1930. The permit for 
the new manufacture will be is- 
sued by the supervisor in the dis- 
trict where the whiskey is dis- 
tilled but the prohibition bureau 
here allots the quotas to the var- 
ious distillers. 
The amounts to be made by 
nach are not made public but 70 
per cent of the whiskey is bourbon 
and is manufactured in Kentucky 
while 30 per cent is rye and is 
manufactured inJPensylvanla.

DEFENSE TESTIMONY 


BEING HEARD SUIT 
AGAINST PROBATION
